Congressman Paul Rogers of 
.| Florida's 6th District told the 
House of Representatives today 
that ships'from countries al- 
lied with the U. S. have been 
hauling goods into communist 
North Viet Nam. 

Rogers said, "During the past 
six months a total of 201 ships 
flying the flags of our allies 
made regular cargo runs for 
the communists into ports of 
North Viet Nam. These ships 
continued calling even though 
Americans were being killed in 
increasing numbers by the com- 
munist Viet Cong." 

The Florida Congressman sta- 
ted that no final figures were 
yet available for ten early part 
of 1965, but that he assumed 
the practice was continuing 
even though the Viet Cong have 
directly attacked U. S. installa- 
tions in South Viet Nam, 

"While ships from Japan, 
Greece, Norway, Lebanon, 
Italy, West Germany, and Pan- 
ama are among the main offen- 
ders" Rogers said, "41 percent 
of the allied/ships going to North 
Vietnamese ports flew the Brit- 
ish flag."

Accordingly, 
at my request and that of oth- 
ers, the Secretary initiated a 
‘crash recruitment program’ 
which was intended to solve 
the labor shortage in Florida 
citrus by importing domestic 
labor from the eight southern
